HE fact that at the very 

/ moment when negotia- 
tions were taking place at 
Moscow between the Bri- 
tish and French military 
mission on the one hand, 
and the Russians on the 
other, the Soviet diplomats 
were discussing iand con- 
cluding an agreement with 
von Papan and the Reich’s 
representatives is now prov- 
ed beyond doubt. 


There nre several historical exam- 
ples of diplomatle trenson, but none 
more cynical. 

Before the war, ustonishment was 
expressed in certain quarters with 
regurd to the delay in the negotin-. 
tions between Moscow, London and 
Paris, after the brutal annexion of 
Bohemin and Moravia by Germany. 
To-day, the explanation fs clear to 
all and sundry. In the course of 
the conversations, the Soviet dele- 
gates constantly raised new points 
and complicated the most precise 
texts by Intermlnable legal  discus- 
sions for the sole purpose of gaining 
time to -negotinte with Germany. 


Gonlus for 
Lying Propaganda 


And, naturally, with that genius 
for lying propaganda, which is 
characteristle of the method of the 
Soviet Government, the latter insti- 
gated through the satellites and em- 
ployees, in France and in England, 
a violent campaign ogainst the gov- 
ernments of Chamberlain and Dala- 
dler, who were daily insulted, des- 
cribed as traitors, as sold to Hitler, 
os servants of fascism, etc, . . 

The fact thatthe conclusion of the 
Anglo-Franco-Soviet pact was de- 
layed, the Sovict propagandists alleg- 
ed, was merely the fault of the de- 
mocracles, 

The U.S.S.R. in fact, was only pur- 
suing the alm which it has con- 
stantly set Itself. and which has 
never varied: namely, {to commit 
all European Powers other than 
Russia to as general as possible a 
wor.

The communist propaganda which 
has made such ravages in the world 
has, for many years, systematically 
incited nations against cach other, 
and has prevented any rapproche- 
ment between Governments and peo- 
ples whenever thls seemed possible.

That Is all that the Pence Front 
usked of the U.S.S.R. But if Hitler 
hesitated, if, Instead of unleashing 
the confingratlon, he negotiated, and 
if, on the occasion of these negotin- 
tlons, as nearly happened after 
Munich, France, England, Germany 
and Maly found 2 common basis for 
pacific collaboration, Stalin’s aspira- 
tions were doomed to fallure: the 
menace of war would have been 
dispelied, the hope of a world re- 
volution establishing the supremacy 
of the Slavs, the new conquest of 
Europe and the destruction of civi- 
lisation would have become dreams 
of the past.

HE leaders of the Reich are con- 
ducting simultuncously © two 
offensives, the one military, the other 
fruin the polnt of view of propagun- 
du. The first was ulmed at the con- 
quest of Polund with the least deluy 
possible, the second {is to obtain, 
thanks to this Initial success, a gen- 
eral stoppage of hostilities as a re- 
ward for thelr aggression, which 
would definitely assure thelr domin- 
ation over Europe and the world, 

But the success which Germany 
has achieved in Poland is neither as 
Important nor as significant as she 
proclalms. 

While Poland and her allies, to 
prove thelr desire for pence, kept 
their defensive preparations within 
certain Hmits, the Reich was inten- 
sifying «its offensive. preparations, 
nnd completed the encirclement of 
its victim by a coup de force in Sto- 
valda, transformed Into a basis of 
operations. 

This premeditation, goupled 
with the superiority of the 
Reich's motorised divialona and 
aviatlon—as well as the brutal 
employment of the latter weapon 
—has enabled It to advance ra- 
pldly despite the herole reslat- 
ance of the Poles. The Reich 
then sought to surmount thle re- 
alstance by atrocitics designed to 
breed terror, by’ summons to 
capitulate In which It proposed 
that Poland should accept the 
enviable destiny of Czechoslova- - 
kia and by. odious stratagems 
such as the camoufinge of the 
wireless sendors.

Nor can they deny 
the cconomle and financial superlor- 
ity of the two democracies, Finally, 
they realise in their Innermost heart, 


that u discipline bused on terror for 
the purpose of brigandage cannot be 
compared with the stimulus result- 
Ing from o knowledge thnt every- 
thing has been done to preserve the 
peace, from the consclousness of a 
right cause, from the will to defend 
freedom and existence. 


it Is therefore not surprising 
that they resort to Intrigue, and 
that Instead of hounding on Eng- 
land and France, they try to cir- 
cumvent and divide them. 


The two democracies, like — the 
whole world, have learned the valuc 
of these professions of pacifism nnd 
of those frontier guarantees which 
have already been offered to Austria, 
Czechoslovakla and Polund herself. 
They hnve promised not {to allow 
Poland to be destroyed, and they will 
keep thls promise, becnuse by de- 
fending Poland, they are fighting for 
thelr own safety and for that of man- 
kind as a whole, It is unnecessary 
to udd they will not commit the fally 
of yielding to these attempts at divi- 
sion, since their union is the sole in- 
supernble obstacle to barbarism, 


The Mortal Danger 


When I say, the. sole obstacle, 
1 do not mean that there would 
be no other ‘kind of roslatance to 
the furor teutonicus. But how 
could It be effective If England 
and France were no longer to be 
reckoned with? 


This is why world conscience, re- 
volted by the crimes of Natfonal So- 
cialism, realises the mortal danger it 
constitutes, for all. This is the sen- 
timent expressed by Mr, Mackenzie 
King, when he says that if Hitler 
were to triumph in Europe, Canada 
would have to defend herself on her 
own soil. 


. Hence all the efforts of the Reich 
propaganda to prevent this mobllisu- 
tlon of consciences, or at least to pre~ 
vent it from producing the clfects 
Germany fears. 


The les which it spreads to mis- 
lead public opinion are Ineffective, 
and I do not propose to insult my 
renders by. suggesting that they be- 
Neve in the innocence .of the Reich, 
and to recall the crimes perpetrated 
by the latter. ny 


On the contrary, the Reich specu- 
lates with more success on the fear 
which it inspires, on the conviction 
that no one will dare to enter the 
cirele of terror which surrounds It. 


It knows the inhibition produced 
by this terror on its nearest nelgh- 
bours, 


It js under no illusion as to their 
real feelings, nor os to those of the 
more distant countries, but it hopes 
thut they will not dare to show them 
openly. 


Neutrality A 
Victory! ; 


And it records declarations of neu- 
trality os so many victories. The 
Reich affects: to believe, or at. any 
rute proclaims that this ncutrality 
will be absolute, that it may even 
contribute to the victory of the ag- 
gressor, not only by total abstention 
but by supplying it with raw mater- 
lals and‘ weapons. As ff it were hu- 
manly possible to make no difference 
between a murderer and his victims. 


But what everyone must under- 
stund above all Js that this war fs [lke 
none that has ever been, except per- 
hups the great invasion of the wild 
hordes. 

There have of course been other 
aggressions since then, other enter= 
prises of conquest which nothing 
could justify. But at least the ag- 
gressors: respected certain rules of 
the Inw of nations, certaln human 
values and did reduce their victims 
to slavery.

As a reault of thie expedition, 
Dre. Fairchild hopes to be able to 
show many new types in the 
Gardens, which are already one 
of America’s botanical show- 
pinces and tho apple of Or.

"BIG-STUFF” 

He will also look for live seeds 
of other interesting plants and creep- 
ers, but ig concentrating on those 
that grow at sea-level only, as these 
are eminently suited to the Gardens, 
For similar reasons, he Is concentrat- 
Ing on the “bigestatl in’ palms, 

“People who come.to look at palms," 
he explained with no twinkle in his 
eye, “want to see tall, stately trees 
and not the type of palm that takes 
20 years ta grow two or three feet!”
